Prince KGNOYE - 1937 - 1941 


In October 1937 the nationalist politicians seized the opportunity to advocate 
the abolition of political parties and the establishment of a one-party system 
after the pattern of Germany and Italy.

Iichiro and OGATA Taketora, and issued a proclamation "To the Nation” which 
appeared in the leading newspapers of Tokyo over the signature of TOYAMA, ICHUO 
and YAMAMOTO 
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
